Bruce K. Brown, deputy admin­ 
istrator of the Petroleum Admin­ 
istration for Defense, also warned 
that 
free-nation 
defenses 
may 
collapse unless petroleum produc­ 
tion is hiked. 
In a prepared address, Brown 
said tha t if the oil industry is de­ 
nied the steel it needs for ex pan­ 
sion, “ it is only a question of 
time before there will be a new 
wave of protests from automobile 
owners and home owners heating 
with oil.” 
“ That conclusion is not a happy 
one with all its implications of 
rationing, but it is inescapable,” 
he added. 
Brown, a speaker a t Louisiana’s 
celebration of the 50th anniver­ 
sary of its oil industry, said oil

Indication Lacking 


When General Will Give 
Reply Is Uncertain, Is 
Report 


Tokyo, Sep;. 21 UP)—Gen. M at­ 
thew B. Ridgway withheld his an­ 
swer today to a Communist pro­ 
posal to resume the Korean truce 
ta lks as Kaesong. 
The ba ttle of words over how 
to g et the wheels of peace revolv­ 
ing again was muted. 
Even Red China’s Peiping radio 
—the Communist sounding board 
tha t pours out tens of thousands 
of words each day in anti-United 
Nations 
command propaganda— 
was notably silent. 
There was only a dribble of 
hashed-over complaints of Kae­ 
song neutra lity violations where 
torrents used to flow. 
Meanwhile, hope rode high in 
Tokyo and a t the advance UN 
command camp near Munsan tha t 
the truce ta lks would be reopened 
despite Ridgway’s silence and the 
rising crescendo of action along 
the battle-front. 
No Definite Indication 
There still was no definite indi­ 
cation when the supreme allied 
commmander would answer the 
m essa g e of yesterda y from the 
Red leaders, North Korean Pre­ 
mier Kim II Sung and Chinese 
Gen. Peng Teh-huai. 
The Communist stra teg ists sug­ 
g ested “ immediate” resumption of 
the peace discussions they broke 
off 29 days ago on charges of a l­ 
lied air and ground violations of 
the restricted zone around Kae­ 
song. 
The Reds want liason officers of 
both sides to m eet and fix a time 
for 
reopening 
the 
conferences. 
They hope to discuss a t this first 
session a plan for guaranteeing 
the neutra lity of Kaesong and set­ 
tling differences over previously 
charged violations of the confer­ 
ence site. 
Still Awa its Word 
A spokesman in Ridgway’s pub­ 
lic information office said he was 
still a wa iting word tha t the com­ 
mander in chief has begun dra ft­ 
ing his answer. The answer was 
ex pected in 24 to 48 hours. 
Ridgway’s 
delay may be for 
psychological 
reasons. 
He 
may 
want to let the Communists sweat 
it out a few days before giving 
the UN command reply. 
The Communists were the ones 
who suspended the talks. Now 
they have done a complete turn 
and are ready to ta lk again de­ 
spite 
outstanding 
disagreements 
they previously were not willing to 
overlook. 
There 
appeared 
to 
be 
little 
doubt 
tha t 
Ridgway would 
be 
agreeable to beginning peace talks 
again—but he may seek to impose 
conditions of his own before send­ 
ing the UN command delegation 
back to Kaesong.

21 UP—Gen. M at­ 
thew B. Ridgway withheld his an­ 
swer today to a Communist pro­ 
posal to resume the Korean truce 
talks as Kaesong. 
The battle of words over how 
to get the wheels of peace revolv­ 
ing again was muted. 
Even Red China’s Peiping radio 
—the Communist sounding board 
that pours out tens of thousands 
of words each day in anti-United 
Nations command propaganda— 
was notably silent. 
There was only a dribble of 
hashed-over complaints of Kae­ 
song neutrality violations where 
torrents used to flow. 
Meanwhile, hope rode high in 
Tokyo and a t the advance UN 
command camp near Munsan that 
the truce talks would be reopened 
despite Ridgway’s silence and the 
rising crescendo of action along 
the battle-front. 
No Definite Indication 
There still was no definite indi­ 
cation when the supreme allied 
commmander would answer the 
message of yesterday from the 
Red leaders, North Korean Pre­ 
mier Kim ll Sung and Chinese 
Gen. Peng Teh-huai. 
The Communist strategists sug­ 
gested “immediate” resumption of 
the peace discussions they broke 
off 29 days ago on charges of al­ 
lied air and ground violations of 
the restricted zone around Kae­ 
song. 
The Reds want bason officers of 
both sides to meet and fix a time 
for 
reopening 
the 
conferences. 
They hope to discuss at this first 
session a plan for guaranteeing 
the neutrality of Kaesong and set­ 
tling differences over previously 
charged violations of the confer­ 
ence site. 
Still Awaits Word 
A spokesman in Ridgway’s pub­ 
lic information office said he was 
still awaiting word that the com­ 
mander in chief has begun draft­ 
ing his answer. The answer was 
expected in 24 to 48 hours. 
Ridgway’s delay may be for 
psychological 
reasons. 
He 
may 
want to let the Communists sweat 
it out a few days before giving 
the UN command reply. 
The Communists were the ones 
who suspended the talks. Now 
they have done a complete turn 
and are ready to talk again de­ 
spite outstanding disagreements 
they previously were not willing to 
overlook. 
There appeared 
to be little 
doubt that Ridgway would be 
agreeable to beginning peace talks 
again—but he may seek to impose 
conditions of his own before send­ 
ing the UN command delegation 
back to Kaesong.

Washington, Sept. 21 <JP>—More 
than a million and a half postal 
employes and government w'hite 
collar workers can each look for­ 
ward today to around $400 a year 
more in their pay envelopes from 
now on. 
Three pay increase bills retro­ 
active to July I and totaling $670,- 
000,000 
annually 
were 
shouted 
through by the House in rapid-fire 
order late yesterday. 
The Senate had approved almost 
similar measures earlier—one of 
the biggest pay boosts ever given 
federal employes at one dime— 
and a Senate-House compromise 
committee now must iron out the 
differences. 
The big salary hike even had 
the House talking about more 
money for its own members, now 
getting $15,000 a year in salary 
and expenses. 
Democratic Leader McCormack 
of Massachusetts told the House 
he hoped that before the next ses­ 
sion ends 15 months from now, 
Congress would have “the cour­ 


age” to vote its members $25,000 
a year. Members applauded. 
McCormack said the present 
pay of senators and representa­ 
tives 
is “unfortunate” and 
he 
thought their constituents favored 
more money for hard-working con­ 
gressmen. 
The pay increases Voted yester­ 
day were 
to help government 
workers—especially those in the 
lower pay brackets—offset the ris­ 
ing cost of living. 
About 500,000 employes of the 
postal field service get the basic 
$400 pay boost, although new em­ 
ployes entering the postal service 
will get as much as $700. 
Postmasters of small fourth- 
class postoffices would get a 20 
per cent increase in their salary. 
Hour employes would get 20 cents 
an hour more. 
In another bill, the House also 
voted salary boosts aggregating 
$16,900,000 to the nation’s 42,000 
postmasters 
and 
26,000 
postal 
supervisors.

that the Senate voted a $400 floor 
and an $800 ceiling, while the 
House provided a basic increase 
of only $400.

MR. COUSINS'S REPLIES 
Some time ago, I published in this column vari­ 
ous statements made by Representative John Taber 
of New York concerning Norman Cousins, editor 
of “The Saturday Review of Literature,” and his 
activities in India under the auspices of the State 
Department. The main contention of John Taber 
was that Cousins spoke not for the United States 
but for the World Federalists, although he travelled 
on the American taxpayers’ expense account 
Mr. Cousins telephoned to me and wrote me a 
letter. He did not quarrel with me or accuse me 
of lack of good faith. Nor did he say that Repre- 
sentaUve John Taber spoke in bad faith. His atti­ 
tude is stated in his opening sentence: 
“I do not question Congressman Taber’s good 
faith in criticizing my trip, nor your good faith in 
commenting on the case in your column. . . . ” 
Now when anyone approaches a difference of 
opinion in that spirit, he is entitled to state his 
case. And Mr. Cousins’ case is that he did a good

job for the United States and lost money on it. 
This is what he says his job in India was: 
“My job, as it was explained to me, was to talk 
to opinion moulders—writers, editors, newspaper­ 
men, teachers, ministers, government officials, bust-, 
newsmen, etc.—as well as to lecture before univer­ 
sity groups, comn^rce associations, civic organiza­ 
tions, etc. 
The arrangements for these lectures 
were to be made by our local consular and informa­ 
tion service people. 
I was to speak as an indi- 
vidual American citizen. 
It would be made clear 
to the lecture. groups that, though I came under 
the auspices of the American government, I was 
completely free to give my own opinions, just as I 
did in the United States. The advantage of this was 
obvious: It would dramatize the traditional concept 
of American free speech.” 
Of course, the question is not the wisdom of 
speaking to persons in foreign countries about the 
United States, but, what one says. For example, if, 
the Lord forbid, I were running the Voice of Amer­ 
ica. I should not do the job as it is now being done, 
because I think much that is being beamed to vari­ 
ous boun tries, while well-intentioned, is not under­ 
standable to some of these peoples. Many are not 
interested in things but in ideas. 
Unfortunately 
William Benton, an advertising man, gave our 
propaganda agency its general tone, and his forte 
is selling things, not propagating ideas, beliefs, 
faiths. 
So, my quarrel with Mr. Cousins was based on 
newspaper clippings reporting what he said, which 
gave Congressman Taber and myself the impres­ 
sion that Cousins was promoting world federalism, 
a concept which has never been part of American 
policy. It has never been supported either by the 
people, Congress or publicly by the State Depart­ 
ment. 
On the subject of what he said on the trip to 
India and other places, Mr. Cousins comments: 
. . I was frequently asked why it is that a 
t 
reat deal of war talk emanates from the United 
tates. and why it is that only talk of peace comes 
from the Soviet Union. 
I tried to establish the 
fact that, Communist propaganda to the contrary, 
the American people were openly dedicated to the 
cause of peace. 
It wras important for the world's 
peoples to know (that) . . . we were not interested 
in peace if A meant the shattering of moral and 
democratic values in the world. We were not in­ 
terested in peace if it could be obtained only by 
spending our lives on our knees. . . . 
“Making it clear that I spoke only for myself, 
and as an individual American citizen, I said I be­ 
lieved that true peace could only be achieved 
through the creation of world law. 
The United 
Nations. I said, required the full support of all peo­ 
ples sincerely concerned with the conditions of 
peace. • • . 
“. . . I n short, I argued for a United Nations 
authority to enact, interpret, and enforce world 
law. . . 
Although I cannot see how the United Nations 
can enforce the law or anything else, Norman 
Cousins is entitled, in a free country, to his views 
and to an opportunity to say it. The human race 
has been seeking a road to peace since Isaiah and 
has not found it. 
Shall we say that no one will 
ever discover a road to peace? 
ThaT is too pes­ 
simistic a view of human mentality and character. 
Thus far. there is no evidence, however, that the 
United Nations has the formula for peace.

SEX HORMONES IN TREATMENT OF ACNE 
Acne (pimples) is neither painful nor dangerous, 
and it clears up itself in the majority of cases 
shortly after puberty (12 to 14 in girls and 14 to 
16 in boys). However, acne causes a great amount 
of embarrassment and may be the cause of an infer­ 
iority complex. It occurs just when boys and girls 
want to look their best. 
For many years the cause of acne was unknown, 
although physicians and skin specialists found that 
diet was a factor and cutting out or cutting down 
on certain foods helped many cases. In recent 
years, since the importance of the endocrine glands 
(ductless glands) has been observed, and as moat 
cases of acne in boys and girls first appear at or 
shortly before puberty, gland change is considered 
the most important factor. 
The fact that gland change is the cause, not 
lack of personal cleanliness, removes any stigma 
regarding acne. 
In Archives of Dermatology and Syphilology, 
Drs. Stuart C. Way (San Francisco) and George C. 
Andrews (New York city) report their observations 
on the treatment of acne by sex extracts. Average 
age of the IOO patients (girls and young women)1 
was 23.7 years and acne had been present about 4.6 
years. Acne was on the face only in 61 per cent; 
on other parts of the body also in the rest. 
Other forms of treatment had given temporary 
relief in 26 per cent. Diet treatment definitely in­ 
fluenced the disease in 45 per cent. The monthly 
periods were normal in 90 per cent, but in 74 per 
cent the acne was worse before monthlies began. 
Treatment was with the female sex hormone— 
X-estradiol—and also male hormone—progesterone 
or testosterone—dissolved in propylene glycol. An 
interval of seven days between injections was 
found most satisfactory. This was increased to 14 
days as soon as improvement was noted. Lack of 
improvement after six injections was followed by 
a change of treatment. Progesterone was usad in 95 
per cent of the patients, testosterone in 44 per 
cent and x-estradiol in 7 per cent. X-estradiol was 
discontinued because of its lack«of effect. 
Results were judged by the number of acne 
lesions (pimples) at the patient’s last visit and re­ 
currences while she was under observation. The 
response was good in 50 per cent, fair in 22 per 
cent; there xvas no improvement in the rest. Acne 
returned in 56 per cent but further treatment was 
again successful. 
The strange part about these cases of acne is 
that they seem to be caused by too much hormone 
in one person and by not enough in another.

MR. COUSINS’S REPLIES 
Some time ago, I published in this column vari- 
ou* ftatementi made by Representative John Taber 
of New York concerning Norman Cousins, editor 
of “The Saturday Review of Literature,” and his 
activities in India under the auspices of the State 
Department. The main contention of John Taber 
was that Cousins spoke not for the United States 
but for the World Federalists, although he travelled 
on the American taxpayers’ expense account. 
Mr. Cousins telephoned to me and wrote me a 
letter. He did not quarrel with me or accuse,me 
of lack of good faith. Nor did he say that Repre­ 
sentative John Taber spoke in bad faith. His atti­ 
tude is stated in his opening sentence: 
“I do not question Congressman Taber’s good 
faith in criticizing my trip, nor your good faith in 
commenting on the case in your column. . . . ” 
Now when anyone approaches a difference of 
opinion in that spirit, he is entitled to state his 
case. And Mr. Cousins’ case is that he did a good 
job for the United States and lost money on it. 
This is what he says his job in India was: 
“My job, as it was explained to me, was to talk 
to opinion moulders—writers, editors, newspaper­ 
men, teachers, ministers, government officials, busi-i 
nessmen, etc.—as well as to lecture before univer­ 
sity groups, commerce associations, civic organiza­ 
tions, etc. 
The arrangements for these lectures 
were to be made by our local consular and informa­ 
tion service people. 
I was to speak as an indi­ 
vidual American citizen. It would be made clear 
to the lecture. groups that, though I came under 
the auspices of the American government, I was 
completely free to give my own opinions, just as I 
did in the United States. The advantage of this was 
obvious: It would dramatize the traditional concept 
of American free speech.” 
Of course, the question is not the wisdom of 
speaking to persons in foreign countries about the 
United States, but, what one says. For example, if, 
the Lord forbid, I were running the Voice of Amer­ 
ica, I should not do the job as it is now being done, 
because I think much that is being beamed to vari­ 
ous Countries, while well-intentioned, is not under­ 
standable to some of these peoples. Many are hot 
interested in things but in ideas. 
Unfortunately 
William Benton, an advertising man, gave our 
propaganda agency its general tone, and his forte 
is selling things, not propagating ideas, t^eliefs, 
faiths. 
So, my quarrel with Mr. Cousins was based on 
newspaper clippings reporting what he said, which 
gave Congressman Taber and myself the impres­ 
sion that Cousins was promoting world federalism, 
a concept which has never been part of American 
policy. It has never been supported either by the 
people, Congress or publicly by the State Depart­ 
ment. 
On the subject of what he said on the trip to 
India and other places, Mr. Cousins comments: 
“. . .1 was frequently asked why it is that a 
great deal of war talk emanates from the United 
States, and why it is that only talk of peace comes 
from the Soviet Union. 
I tried to establish the 
fact that, Communist propaganda to the contrary, 
the American people were openly dedicated to the 
cause of peace. It was important for the world’s 
peoples to know (that) . . . we were not interested 
in peace if R meant the shattering of moral and 
democratic values in the world. We were not in­ 
terested in peace if it could be obtained only by 
spending our lives on our knees. . . . 
“Making it clear that I spoke only for myself, 
and as an individual American citizen, I said I be­ 
lieved that true peace could only be achieved 
through the creation of world law. 
The United 
Nations. I said, required the full support of all peo­ 
ples sincerely concerned with the conditions of 
peace. . . . 
. .I n short, I argued for a United Nations 
authority to enact, interpret, and enforce world 
law. . . .’’ 
Although I cannot see how the United Nations 
can enforce the law or anything else, Norman 
Cousins is entitled, in a free country, to his views 
and to an opportunity to say it. The human race 
has been seeking a road to peace since Isaiah and 
has not found it. Shall we say that no one will 
ever discover a road to peace?

simistic a view of human mentality and character.

Gloucester, Mass., Sept. 21—The 
other day I visted an old school- 
house which I attended when a 
boy. It then had a big wood stove, 
two outhouses in the back yard 
(with various “ inscriptions” there­ 
on) and two g rades in each room 
to teach us concentration, and it 
surely did. 
This old schoolhouse turned out 
workers and our parents then set 
us a g ood ex ample by working 
hard themselves. We then walked 
to school, some of us two or more 
miles. 
Now this has chang ed. 
Schoolhouses now have modern 
toilets, with tiled walls so that the 
boys cannot write sassy inscrip­ 
tions thereon. 
They have ex pen­ 
sive central heating and ventilat­ 
ing systems. Busses take the chil­ 
dren to school, with g ymnasiums 
to ex ercise them after they g et to 
school! 
The whole idea now is to elimi­ 
nate hardships and make the chil­ 
dren soft. 
Yet, don’t blame the 
school principals. 
These lux uries 
are demanded by the parents. 
Whether, however, the primitive 
system by which I was educated 
or the lux ury system which ex ists 
today produces better men and 
women is debatable. 
Bamboos and Blackboards 
In my day, the teachers used 
the bamboo on us when reasoning 
failed to g et results. 
I had my 
share of licking s and my parents 
never complained to the teachers 
because they spanked their “ dar­ 
ling boy.” 
For some reason the 
bamboo was not used on the g irls, 
but they had a blackboard treat­ 
ment. 
For instance, if a g irl was 
caug ht 
using 
unbecoming 
lan­ 
g uag e, she was compelled to write 
on the blackboard a hundred times 
the following : 
“ A soft answer 
turneth away wrath.” 
I remember being taug ht to 
I read from the McGuffey Readers 
and having to learn such saying s 
as “ Habit is a cable. We weave a 
strand of it each day until it be­ 
comes so strong we cannot break 
it” ; or “ All that you do, do with 
all your mig ht” ; or "Thing s that 
are half done are never done 
rig ht.” 
We Want Lower Prices 
We want to reduce the cost of 
living , but the present price con­ 
trols are the bunk. 
These laws 
are enacted to fool the voters and 
to make more jobs for Democrats. 
To reduce the cost of living , we 
must start with the schools and 
teach the children to love work 
instead of to love play. Turn to 
the yearbook which your hig h 
school seniors issue and you will 
see that 90 per cent of it is g iven 
to the various ex tra-curricular 
activities. This long name, used 
to fool us parents, really refers 
to sports, clubs and other thing s 
which teach children to spend 
money instead of to earn it. I 
have never found in one of these 
yearbooks the account of a spell­ 
ing or mental arithmetic contest. 
It may be that the merchants 
don’t want lower prices, but want 
the children taug ht to be spend­ 
ers. The merchants root for bands, 
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baseball, football and other ath­ 
letics. But ag ain I say, don't 
blame the school principals. They 
are simply g iving the parents 
what thg y demand. As long as 
parents are primarily interested 
in whom the hig h school employs 
as an athletic coach, we have only 
ourselves to blame. 
We Want Relig ious Instruction 
I am g lad to say that the Bible 
continues to be read in Gloucester 
every morning . 
But the School 
Committee no long er seeks teach­ 
ers who reg ularly attend church 
or teach in Sunday School. 
A 
woman who smoked or went to 
cocktail parties would then never 
be 
hired 
as 
a 
teacher. 
This 
chang e for the worse is wholly 
due to parents wtyo have substi­ 
tuted canasta for family prayers, 
and cocktail parties for mid-week 
church services. 
We blame juvenile delinquency 
upon the schools. We criticize the 
schools when boys break windows 
and the students g o on strikes; 
but ag ain the parents are to 
blame. Parents seem to be inter­ 
ested in only one thing —not what 
their children learn—but to have 
their children g et a diploma. Even 
Parent-Teacher Associations seem 
more interested in the childrens’ 
sports than in their studies. .Of 
course, some day parents will see 
their present mistakes, and de­ 
mand returning to fundamentals. 
This 
does not 
mean 
that we 
should return to outhouses, wood 
stoves and bamboos, but it does 
mean that we may return to the 
McGuffey Readers, the three R’s, 
g ood 
discipline 
and 
creating 
among students the love to work 
and save.

Gloucester, Mass., S ep t 21—The 
other day I visted an old school­ 
house which I attended when a 
boy. It then had a big wood stove, 
two outhouses in the back yard 
(with various "inscriptions" there­ 
on) and two grades in each room 
to teach us concentration, and it 
surely did. 
This old schoolhouse turned out 
workers and our parents then set 
us a good example by working 
hard themselves. We then walked 
to school, some of us two or more 
miles. 
Now this 
has changed. 
Schoolhouses now have modern 
toilets, with tiled walls so that the 
boys cannot write sassy inscrip­ 
tions thereon. 
They have expen­ 
sive central heating and ventilat­ 
ing system s. Busses take the chil­ 
dren to school, with gymnasiums 
to exercise them after they get to 
school! 
The whole idea now is to elim i­ 
nate hardships and make the chil­ 
dren soft. 
Yet, don’t blame the 
school principals. 
These luxuries 
are demanded 
by 
the 
parents. 
Whether, however, the primitive 
system by which I was educated 
or the luxury system which exists 
today produces better men and 
women is debatable. 
Bamboos and Blackboards 
In my day, the teachers used 
the bamboo on us when reasoning 
failed to get results. 
I had my 
share of lickings and my parents 
never complained to the teachers 
because they spanked their "dar­ 
ling boy." 
For some reason the 
bamboo was not used on the girls, 
but they had a blackboard treat- 


baseball, football and other ath­ 
letics. 
But 
again I 
say, 
don’t 
blame the school principals. They 
are 
simply 
giving 
the 
parents 
what thfy demand. As long as 
parents are primarily interested 
in whom the high school employs 
as an athletic coach, we have only 
ourselves to blame. 
We Want Religious Instruction 
I am glad to say that the Bible 
continues to be read in Gloucester 
every morning. 
But the School 
Committee no longer seeks teach­ 
ers who regularly attend church 
or teach in Sunday School. 
A 
woman who smoked or went to 
cocktail parties would then never 
be 
hired 
as 
a 
teacher. 
This 
change for the worse is wholly 
due to parents wljo have substi­ 
tuted canasta for fam ily prayers, 
and cocktail parties for mid-week 
church services. 
We blame juvenile delinquency 
upon the schools. W e criticize the 
schools when boys break windows 
and the students go on strikes; 
but 
again 
the 
parents 
are 
to 
blame. Parents seem to be inter­ 
ested in only one thing—not what 
their children learn— but to have 
their children get a diploma. Even 
Parent-Teacher Associations seem 
more interested in the childrens’ 
sports than in their studies. .Of 
course, some day parents will see 
their present mistakes, and de­ 
mand returning to fundamentals.

mean that we may return to the 
McGuffey Readers, the three R’s,

One of the strong points of the 
expert bridge player is that he 
ruakes life as difficult as possible 
for his opponents. For example, 
suppose the opponents can defeat 
the expert's contract—is he down­ 
hearted? Not a bit of it. I t’s still 
their job to find the right defense, 
and the expert will do what he 
can to complicate their job. 
Today’s hand would be muffed 
by 
most 
average 
players 
but 
would he made by most experts 
for 
just 
the 
reason 
described. 
Let’s examine the difference. 
The average player wins the 
first club in dummy or in his own 
hand 
at 
random, 
draws 
two 
rounds of trumps, and then leads 
the jack of diamonds. West nat­ 
urally ducks in order to let East 
win with the king of diamonds. 
East, just naturally, returns the 
jack of spades; and the fat is in 
the fire. 
South 'must 
take 
the 
spade 
finesse, and the contract is de­ 
feated when the finesse loses. Two 
diamonds and a club must be lost 
no m atter what happens, so the 
loss of a spade trick is .fatal. 
The expert sees all this coming 
and therefore wins the first trick 
in dummy with the ace of clubs. 
His next step is to return the 
deuce of diamonds from the dum­ 
my. 
The opponents can still defeat 
the contract, but they have to 
find the right defense instead of 
having it handed to them on the 
proverbial silver platter. At the 
second trick East must put up the 
king of diamonds. Do you know 
anybody who will make that de­ 
fensive play? 
I’ll agree that a great expert 
will occasionally come up with the

Gloucester, Mass., Sept. 21—The 
other day I visted an old school- 
house which I attended when a 
boy. It then had a big wood stove, 
two outhouses in the back yard 
(with various “inscriptions” there­ 
on) and two grades in each room 
to teach us concentration, and it 
surely did. 
This old schoolhouse turned out 
workers and our parents then set 
us a good example by working 
hard themselves. We then walked 
to school, some of us two or more 
miles. 
Now this has changed. 
Schoolhouses now have modern 
toilets, with tiled walls so th at the 
boys cannot w rite sassy inscrip­ 
tions thereon. 
They have expen­ 
sive central heating and ventilat­ 
ing systems. Busses take the chil­ 
dren to school, with gymnasiums 
to exercise them after they get to 
school! 
The whole idea now is to elimi­ 
nate hardships and m ake the chil­ 
dren soft.- Yet, don’t blame the 
school principals. 
These luxuries 
are demanded 
by the parents. 
W hether, however, the primitive 
system by which I was educated 
or the luxury system which exists 
today produces better men and 
women is debatable. 
Bamboos and Blackboards 
In my day, the teachers used 
the bamboo on us when reasoning 
failed to get results. 
I had my 
share of lickings and my parents 
never complained to the teachers 
because they spanked their “dar­ 
ling boy.” 
For some reason the 
bamboo was not used on the girls, 
but they had a blackboard treat­ 
ment. 
For instance, if a girl was 
caught 
using 
unbecoming 
lan­ 
guage, she was compelled to write 
on the blackboard á hundred times 
the following: 
“A soft 
answer 
turneth away wrath.” 
I remember being taught to 
read from the McGuffey Readers 
and having to learn such sayings 
as “Habit is a cable. We weave a 
strand of it each day until it be­ 
comes so strong we cannot break 
it” ; or “All that you do, do with 
all your might” ; or “Things that 
are half done are 
never done 
right.” 
We W ant Lower Prices 
We want to reduce the cost of 
living, but the present price con­ 
trols are the bunk. 
These laws 
are enacted to fool the voters and 
to make more jobs for Democrats. 
To reduce the cost of living, we 
must start with the schools and 
teach the children to love work 
instead of to love play. Turn to 
the yearbook which your high 
school seniors issue and you will 
see that 90 per cent of it is given 
to 
the 
various 
extra-curricular 
activities. This long name, used 
to fool us parents, really refers 
to sports, clubs and other things 
which 
teach children to spend 
money instead of to earn it. I 
have never found in one of these 
yearbooks the account of a spell­ 
ing or mental arithmetic contest. 
It may be that the merchants 
don’t want lower prices, but want 
the children taught to be spend­ 
ers. The merchants root for bands,

We W ant Religious Instruction 
I am glad to say th at the Bible 
continues to be read in Gloucester 
every morning. 
But the School 
Committee no longer seeks teach­ 
ers who regularly attend church 
or teach in Sunday School. 
A 
woman who smoked or went to 
cocktail parties would then never 
be 
hired 
as 
a 
teacher. 
This 
change for the worse is wholly 
due to parents wtyo have substi­ 
tuted canasta for family prayers, 
and cocktail parties for mid-week 
church services. 
We blame juvenile delinquency 
upon the schools. We criticize the 
schools when boys break windows 
and the students go on strikes; 
but again 
the parents are to 
blame. Parents seem to be inter­ 
ested in only one thing—not w hat 
their children learn—but to have 
their children get a diploma. Even 
Parent-Teacher Associations seem 
more interested in the childrens’ 
sports than in their studies. .Of 
course, some day parents will see 
their present mistakes, and de­ 
m and returning to fundamentals.

does 
not 
mean 
th at 
we 
should return to outhouses, wood 
stoves and bamboos, but it does 
mean that we may return to the 
McGuffey Readers, the three R’s, 
good 
discipline 
and 
creating 
among students the love to work 
and save.

Ernest R. Acker, president of 
the Central Hudson Gas & Elec­ 
tric Corp., today urged the people 
of New' York “to stop a definite 
socialistic trend in the govern­ 
ment,” by calling for Congression­ 
al approval of the immediate de­ 
velopment 
of

power 
from the Niagara river by private 
enterprise. 
Acker said that a joint plan of 
five New York State Utilities for 
development of the Niagara would 
bring about savings of hundreds of 
millions of tax-payers dollars “that 
could be put to better use.” * 
“Our economy is in a precari­ 
ous position, top heavy from the 
demand of armament and de­ 
fense,” he stated. “Here is an op­
